ARE LISTED AS POLLING PLACES FOR 
WHEAT REFERENDUM VOTE ON JULY 23 


The women’s club at Ducor and 
the Tea Pot Dome service station 
south of Porterville have been se- 
lected as polling places for wheat 
growers of southern Tulare county 
to vote in the national referen- 
dum among wheat growers, July 
28, on acceptance or rejection of 
a proposed marketing quota for 
1955. 


The polls will be open from 9:00 
a.m. until 7:00 p.m. A two-thirds 
vote of growers is necessary to 
continue the program, that in- 
cludes price supports and acreage 
allotments. 

Secretary of Agriculture Ezra T. 
Benson has announced a national 
wheat acreage allotment of 55 
million acres for 1955, the level 
specified in controlling legislation 
under conditions of excessive sup- 


ply. 

He has also announced that in 
1955, wheat growers and others 
would have to comply with all 
acreage allotments established for 
a farm, and that larger producers, 
with larger totals of diverted 
acres, would also have to comply 
with a ‘‘total acreage allotment” 
in order to be eligible for price 
support on any crop produced on 
the farm. > 

Mr. Benson said that he regrets 
the necessity for further controls 
on farm production and market- 
ing, since “the long-range inter- 
ests of agricultural and the na- 
tional economy will best be served 
when we can have less — and not 
more — government regulations 
and control.”’

SIX CALIFORNIA CONDORS MOVE IN ON 
DEER CREEK RANCH OF AVY LABACHOTTE 


Six California Condors 
moved in on the Avy Labachotte 
ranch along Deer Creek to feed 
from a cow that died there as the 
result of a rattlesnake bite. 


The giant birds — three males 
and three females — have been 
seen daily by Mr. Labachotte after 
he found the dead animal Friday 
evening. Previous to that time 
he had seen them in the air is he 
poisoned squirrels on his ranch. 

Mr. Labachotte states that he 
has watched Condors since he was 
a boy, when hundreds of the birds 
came into Tulare county. In those 
years more cattle died on the 
plains and in the foothills than to- 
day, providing a supply of food. 

But under modern conditions of 
ranching, food supply has been cut 
— probably a considerable factor 
in the deéline in numbers of Cali- 
fornia Condor — and today the 
birds are forced to live on poisoned 
squirrels and the occasional large 
animal careass they can find.- 

Mr. Labachotte states that he 
has. often watched the Condors 
move in above a flight of buzzards. 
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have | When the buzzards locate a dead 


animal and start working on. it, 
the Condors then come down and 
take over, driving the buzzards 
away. He believes that the Con- 


dor uses the buzzards as a guide 
to food. 

In the past years, Mr. Labach- 
otte has seen eight Condors around 
his ranch. He believes these birds 
are the same ones that are there 
now, although one pair is missing. 

At present, a reserve for the 
few California Condors remaining 
in the state has been established 
in the Santa Barbara mountains. 
The birds move back and forth 
between these mountains and the 
Sierra, and are often seen in the 
hills of the’southern San Joaquin 
valley. 

Wingspread of the Condor runs 
over 10 feet =~ Mr. Labachotte be- 
lieves that two of the birds now 
on, his ranch might have a spread 
of as much as 14 feet — and in 
spite of their size are extrenrely 
graceful in their sailing type of 
flight.

uick Decline 
Quarantine Area 


To Be Enlarged 


Extension of quarantine area 
that has been set up in southern 
California in an effort to confine 
quick decline, a disease of citrus 
trees that has wiped out large 
acreages in the South, is now con- 
templated, with the state depart- 
ment of agriculture holding a pub- 
lic hearing in Santa Paula on July 
29 to consider placing all of Ven- 
tura county and a portion of Santa 
Barbara county within the quar- 
antine area. 

Discovery of diseased trees out- 
side the existing quarantine zone 
brought about the plan for an ex- 
tended area. Object of the quar- 
antine is to prevent infected tree 
stock and other nursery stock 
from being moved into “clean”’ dis- 
‘tricts. . 

Although quick decline has not 
hit Central California, the threat 
exists, and any new outbreak in 
the South, or any extension of 
quarantine is of concern to citrus 
growers of Tulare county. 

In commenting on the quick de- 
cline sitvation, Farm Advisor 
Karl Opitz states that ‘‘every ef- 
fort must be made to avoid intro- 
duction of host plants that may be 
Sa konter, or that may be carrying 
aphis and other insects that 
spread the quick decline virus. 
Growers should back the efforts of 
the bureau of plant quarantine to. 
prevent movement of any stocks 
that might bring this costly dis- 
ease into Central California.” 

Mr. Opitz further states that 
citrus nursery plantings in Tu- 
lare county provide growers with 
a source of supply of quick de- 
cline-free trees. He says that 
growers should either develop 
their own stock for replants and 
new plantings of citrus, or should 
purchase from county nursery- 
men. 

“No orange trees should be plant- 
ed that are grown on sour orange 
root,” Mr. Opitz says. ‘There are 
plenty of quick decline-resistant 
root stocks available.”

Porterville community, Mr. Hor- 
bach is high in his praise of Por- 
terville as a citrus center. He 
points out that land, suitable for 
citrus planting, and with water 
available, is selling at from $50 
to $100 per acre, compared to 
$300 to $500 per acre for citrus 
land in southern California. 

He states that because Porter- 
ville oranges reach the Thanks- 
giving and Christmas markets, 
growers have a great advantage 
over those in southern California 
and he says that early fruit nets 
the grower from $2.00 to $2.50 
per box and that a-$1.50 average 
can be expected throughout the 
season. 


Mr. Horbach also states that fine 
land, suitable for dairying, and 
alfalfa, can be purchased for $35 
to $40 per acre, with water and 
that grazing land in abundance 
can be had for $7.00 an acre. De- 
ciduous fruit land can be. had for 
$35 an acre and upwards.

weekly newspaper and job print- 
ing shop. 

Six hundred eighty-five names 
were listed in the Porterville di- 
rectory; 154 city businesses, pro- 
fessional services and agricultural 
businesses were listed in a classi- 
fied directory. 


Concerning the county of Tu- 


lare, population in 1904 was givén 
as 30,000 persons; 
of all property within the county 
was $17,438,682; important towns 
were listed as Visalia, Tulare, Por- 
terville, Dinuba, Exeter, Lindsay 
and Orosi. :

This 
opinion was again verified, at 
least in our own mind, when we 
joined up with John Keck, Rickie 
Keck and Bob Board for a_one-day 
jaunt last weekend. Fish in the 
Little Kern now are not large, 
but they are plentiful and hungry, 
and to coin a phrase, a good time 
was had by all... But in specu- 
lating on things to come, as we 
ate lunch along Mountaineer 
creek, we couldn’t help but an- 
ticipate with regret the prospect 
of a road that will open up the 
Little Kern county, first for log- 
ging, later for hunting and fish- 
ing via automobile. We realize 
that timber must be harvested, 
and we realize that under pressure 
of increasing population, moun- 
tain roads will be built ... But 
we still view the situation with a 
sentimental sort of regret, for 
when roads go in, the peace and 
quiet of the Sierra goes out, and 
when roads go in, the “back 
country’ becomes a city picnic 
ground . . . And in speculating 
about this and that, we wonder 
why mountain country that is al- 
ready opened by roads can’t be de- 
véloped for the automobile moun- 
taineer before too much attention 
is given to opening new country. 
Specifically, there is the Wishon 
area, the Quaking Aspen area, 
that has a great potential for the 
tourist, yet time and again we 
hear the old story — ‘‘no money 
for development” . . . Now comes 
the autuomobile into the Little 
Kern — later it will be the Big 
Kern — later than that the trans- 
Sierra highway, then, no more 
back country ... Far be it from 
us to stand in the way of progress, 
but we reserve the right to view 
with regret. And we intend to 
take our kids back in the moun- 
tains — to let them .see the moun- 
tains now. And we predict that 
by the time our kids’ kids are 
ready to go fishing, they will 


the put-and-take variety of trout, 
or they will have to travel toward 
the north — possibly quite a ways 
toward the north, to enjoy the 
real back country ... The Little 
Kern will be fished out of native 
trout in a matter of weeks, or 
even days, after a road hits that 
area; deer hunters will move in in 
ever-increasing numbers (possibly 
we'll have a put-and-take deer 
program, sometime in California) 
and the same thing will happen 
to other streams and other areas.

STATEMENT BY BILL ALEXANDER ss 
FAVORING IMMEDIATE CONSTRUCTION 


OF SUCCESS DAM ON’ THE TULE RIVER 
? : 

(Ed. Note — In last week's 
Farm Tribune, we published pro 
and con statements concerning 
the proposed Success dam on Tule 
river above Worth. In His state- 
ment, Bill Alexander, chief en- 
gineer and manager of the Lower 
Tule River Irrigation district, re- 
ferred to a previous statement be- 
fore the state Water Resources 
board, favoring: construction of 
the dam. Following is the major 
part of Mr. Alexander’s statement, 
made on December 5, 1952, at a 
meeting of the state Water Re- 
sources board.) 

I am W. A. Alexander, chief 
engineer and manager of the Low- 
er Tule River Irrigation district, 
appearing in behalf of the Lower 
Tule River Irrigation district for 
the immediate construction of Suc- 
cess dam, to be located on the 
Tule river in Tulare county. 

The Lower Tule River Irriga- 
tion district contains 102,000 acres 
of the approximate 140,000, acres 
of the Tule river fan which is di- 


rectly affected by floods originat- 
ing from the Tule river. This 
flood damage can be alleviated by 
the construction of Success dam, 
which was provided for by con- 
gressional authorization and ap- 
proved by Congress in Public Law 
534, 78th Congress, 2nd session, 
H. R. - 485, adopted the 22nd 
day of December, 1944. The Tule 
river is also a contributor to the | 
flooding of valuable farm lands in 
the Tulare Lake basin. 


There are four tributaries of 
Tulare lake which contribute the 
major part of the water flooding 
this area, of which the Tule river 
is one. The other streams are 
Kings river, Kern river and the 
Kaweah river. The construction 
of flood control dams on the Kings 
and Kern rivers is well under way 
and nearing completion. (Isabella 
and Pine Flat dams) To continue 
| the construction program in an 
orderly manner on the four-stream 
group and to provide protection 
for the highly developed irrigated 
land along the Tule river, as well 
jas industrial and residential prop- 
erty in the City of Porterville and 
the surrounding urban area and 
to further alleviate floods from 
the Tule Lake Water basin, it is 
recommended that immediate con- 
struction commence at the Suc- 
cess dam site on the Tule river. 
Preliminary investigational work 
has been completed on the Success 
dam site by the Army engineers, 
and it is our understanding that 
this work could be started in the 
immediate future should funds 
be made available by Congress. 


There is an immediate need for 
the construction of this dam for 
the protection of propeerty from 
the damaging floods and the con- 
servation of irrigation water as 
shown by the following: 

(a) The flood damage in the 
Lower Tule River Irrigation dis- 
trict} due to agricultural crop loss- 
es was in excess of $200,000 in 
November of 1950. This does not 
take into account the erosion of 
valuable agricultural land, repair 
of fences and levelling that is nec- 
essary after a flood. Flood wa- 
ters covered approximately 20,000 
acres in the Lower Tule River 
Irrigation district. 

(b) Tulare county has expend- 
ed approximately a quarter mil-

damage of county facilities dur- 


ing the past 10 years. 
(c) The maintenance and re- 


pair of river channels along with |- 


washing out the head works of 
diversion structures along the 
river have been extremely costly 
to individual farms and irriga- 
tors. 


(d) Flood flows from the Tule 
river contribute to the flooding of 
the rich agricultural area of Tu- 
lare Lake basin. ‘ 

It is recommended that ‘the state 
Water Resources board of the 
State of California be requested to 
take such action as may be ap- 
propriate and necessary in convey- 
ing a request to the proper con- 
gressional committees for the ap- 
propriation of $1,000,000 for the 
fiscal year of 1953 to commence 
construction of said Success dam 
on the Tule river. 

To our knowledge there is no 
opposition to the construction of 
this project with the exception 
of the area to be inundatéd by the 
reservoir and a group upstream 
from the reservoir in and around 
the town of Springville which in 
no way can be affected by the 
building or the operation of this 
project. 

Directly affected by innunda- 
tion from the operation of Suc- 
cess dam as shown by the State 
of California’s report on the proj- 
ect will be 205 acres of citrus or- 
chards and 4,145 acres of grazing 
land. It is our understanding that 
you have on file a _ resolution 
adopted by the Springville Center 
of the Tulare County Farm Bu- 
reau. 

We would like to take this op- 


portunity to comment on this reso- ; 


lution which is presented by a 
group located in the area above 
Success dam site. This group has 
not indicated in any *manner 
where it is directly interested or 
involved in this project. Their in- 
terests are entirely above the dam, 
save for a few property owners 
holding land in the proposed res- 
ervoir site. 

“WHEREAS, the Success dam is 
to be of earthfill construction 
with a capacity of 75,000 acre feet 
for the avowed purpose of pro- 
viding flood control and irrigation 
at an estimated cost in 1948 of 
$10,106,000, no part of which is 
yet authorized.” 

The above statement is incor- 
rect as the project has been auth- 
orized but no funds appropriated 
for construction. 

“WHEREAS, the committee 
document states that a sustained 
discharge from the spillway of 
16,000 c.f.s. will damage the 
City of Porterville; and, 

‘WHEREAS, on November 18 - 
19, 1950, there occurred torrential 
rains falling as such on the exist- 
ing snow pack at the highest ele- 
vations which created, according 
to the California Division of Wa- 
ter Resources, the greatest flood 
of record on the Tule river, ex- 
ceeding the previous maximum 
rain type peak of 21,000 c.f.s. 
in March, 1943; and

inundate the city of Porterville 


and did no appreciable damage to

prevent flood waters from enter- 
ing the city. This was entirely a 
city project and as indicated by 
past experience, failure along any 
part of this work would by-pass 
or destroy the headgate. Should 
this occur, great damage would be 
sustained by the city of Porterville 
and urban area surrounding the 
city. 

It is true that the city did not 
experience any great damage dur- 
ing the flood of November 18, 
1950. This was due to the city 
headgate and the extensive work 
and protection provided during 
the flood. It must be remembered 
that this flood was of short dura- 
tion and should this peak have 
occurred over a longer period, 
considerable damage would have 
occurred in the city as the em- 
bankment which held water from 
Porter slough had failed, but the 
river was receding and little dam- 
age was done. Records show that 
floods in the past have damaged 
the city.

The cotton bollworms, common- 
ly known as the corn earworm has 
been showing up in some Tulare 
county cotton fields. This insect 
is one of the most important pests 
of cotton in California and grow- 
ers are advised to check their 
fields for its presence. 


The worm attacks many squares, 


| flowers, and bolls. They frequent- 
ly move from one boll to another 
|before there is noticeable injury 


but if the surface or only one lock 
is injured, fungi may cause the en- 
tire boll to rot. 

One of the first indications of 
the cotton bollworm is the appear- 
ance of small flared squares which 
may be eaten out, or show other 
evidence of external injury. In- 
jured squares often are found in 
the insect net when lygus bug 
counts are taken, on the ground, 
or on the plants. 

When these damaged squares 
are found, the field should be 
checked further to determine the 
bollworm population. 

In checking a field 100 plants 
should be examined throughout 
the field. The terminals should 
be checked first because the eggs 
are laid in this area and.the small

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SIX CALIFORNIA CONDORS MOVE IN ON 
DEER CREEK RANCH OF AVY LABACHOTTE 


Six California, Condors have 
moved in on the Avy Labachotte 
ranch along Deer Creek to feed 
from a cow that died there as the 
result of a rattlesnake bite. 

The giant birds — three males 
and three females — have been 
seen daily by Mr. Labachotte after 
he found the dead animal Friday 
evening. Previous to that time 
he had seen them in the air is he 
poisoned squirrels on his ranch. 

Mr. Labachotte states that he 
‘has watched Condors since he was 
a boy, when hundreds of the birds 
‘came into Tulare county. In those 
years more cattle died on the 
plains and in the foothills than to- 
day, providing a supply of food. 

But under modern conditions of 
ranching, food supply has been cut 
——. probably a considerable factor 
in the deeline in numbers of Cali- 
fornia Condor — and today the 
birds are forced to live on poigoned 
squirrels and the occasional large 
animal carcass they can find. 

Mr. Labachotte states that he 
has often watched the Condors 
move in above a flight of buzzards. 
When the buzzards locate a dead 
animal and start working on it, 
the Condors then come down and 
take over, driving the buzzards 
away. He believes that the Con- 
dor uses the buzzards as a guide 


‘| to food. 


In the past years, Mr. Labach- 
otte has seen eight Condors around 
his ranch.. He believes these birds 
are the same ones that are there 
now, although one pair is missing. 

At present, a reserve for the 
few California Condors remaining 
in the state has been established 
in the Santa Barbara mountains. 
The birds move back and forth 
between these mountains and the 
Sierra, and are often seen in the
